Golfers tee up for skills class

Sharing golf skills with 
beginners fits Upland resident 
Dave Smith to a ‘‘tee.”’ 


“We originally started the 
class because we had an avid 
golfer willing to teach it and had 
a lot of people asking for it (to be 
offered),” said Cyndi Testa, 
recreation supervisor. 


Smith began teaching the 
class after Waliy Schultz, who 
began the golfing course with 
the recreation department last 
year, moved out of the area, 
according to Testa. 

“Dave worked with Wally for 
one entire session before 
beginning to teach,” she said. 

“We've had a lot of good 
comments about the class and 
have had more than 200 people 
take it.” 

Testa said one of the sessions 
most of the new golfers enjoy is 
the final class meeting when 
they play around on a golf 
course. “They get course 
experience and get know the 
ropes.” 

Smith said teaching golf has 
been challenging and fun. ‘I get 
a lot of enjoyment from teaching 


and have gotten to meet a lot of 
people.” 

He can relate to his beginning 
students, he said, because he 
also once was a novice in spiked 
golf shoes. 


“| started playing in the mid 
’*60s and hacked around like 
most people,” said Smith. 

To ease the frustration of 
hacking, Smith decided to take a 
few lessons. ‘| decided | wanted 
to be a better golfer and play a 
decent round.” 


Smith joined a twilight golf 
league made up of fellow 
employees with FMC Sweeper 
Division in Pomona. 


Many of the skills he teaches 
his students need constant 
practice. “I can tell if a student 
has been practicing all week. 
You can see a lot of 
improvement.” 

Smith also shares many of the 
quirks of golf etiquette. “You 
don’t golf to get a suntan 
(because) many (country clubs) 
demand or ask for proper attire 
... NO short shorts, no Levi's, and 
men must keep their shirts on.” 

Courtesies like ‘‘not hitting 
into (the field of play of) the 
group ahead of you, being polite 


and not talking when someone is 
teeing off” along with other 
rules are also discussed in class. 
“Some people say golf is not 
exercise, but when you carry 
your bag up and down hills, it 
can be,” he said. Still, the mental 
aspect of the game 
predominates over the physical. 


“When you step on the course 
you’re playing against what 
someone else has established,” 
he said. Piayers must play 
around sand traps and water 
hazards and try to hit the ball 
straight. ‘‘There are 14 golf clubs 
that normally can be used and all 
can be used during a round,” he 
Said. Deciding between long and 
short shots, putting and 
chipping can be a challenge. 


“You play against yourself and 
the score established (par) and 
can master a course or do better 
or worse. 


“You have to be honest with 
yourself, keeping score is up to 
the individual,” he said. 

Smith and his wife have two 
children; one is currently 
attending Upland High School. 

His wife is considering taking 
up the game of golf again, after

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Kiwanis Clubs to help give handicapp

Local Kiwanis Clubs will be 
giving people confined to 
wheelchairs a lift at Ontario 
International Airport. 

A modified forklift designed to 
lift airport patrons and their 
wheelchairs onto aircraft will be 
donated to ONT in early April, 
according to representatives of 
the Upland Kiwanis Club. 

The fabricated lift is the result 
of a two-year project for the local 
club and was initiated by Dr. Lyle 
Shultz, a disabled Kiwanian and 
chairman of the major emphasis 
committee for two years. 

A frequent traveler Shultz, who 
uses a wheelchair for mobility 
and independence, said traveling 
out of ONT was a frustrating 
experience for him. 

“Every time | would try to take 
an airliner out of Ontario 
International Airport ... it meant 
being loaded by hand in an aisle 
chair by two individuals who had 
probably done very little of this 
in the past, frequently resulting 
in a panic experience for all 
concerned and often a strained 
back for one or both of the 
loaders,” Shultz said. 


At one time airlines had lift 
trucks to help wheelchair- 
confined passengers board, but 
as more airlines moved into the 
airport and airlines’ financial 

' conditions worsened, the 
practice was discontinued, 
Shultz said. He said the only 
airline with a lift for the 
handicapped is United Airlines. 


Shultz said he contacted 
officials at the airport to discuss 
the forklift conversion idea. “‘In 
fall of 1983 | phoned Mike 
DiGirolamo, the manager of 
ONT, to discuss the idea with 
him, he was excited and

In the kitchen she’s just like 
any other grandmother, cooking 
meals and baking goodies.

The school kitchen has not 


changed much since she started, 
she said.

make everything from scratch,”

Branson said her kitchen at 
Cucamonga Elementary is 
“nothing special ... We have a 
confectioner oven and all the 
general kitchen equipment only 
bigger, commercial-size things.” 

She said she has received a 
lot of thank yous in her many 
years of service, most recently 
she was given special 
recognition from the district for 
being an outstanding employee. 

“She’s always there to help,” 
said Superintendent Roberto 
Velasquez. He commended her

(Between Campus & Grove) 
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Veering north off the frenzied San 
Bernardino freeway, a wide and 
leisurely thoroughfare drifts up the 
foothills of the San Gabriel 
Mountains. 

Though lightly traveled, it isdubbed 
“the gateway of Rancho Cucamonga” 
by local developers and politicians. 

The Haven Avenue corridor, 
stretching two miles from Fourth 
Street to Foothill Boulevard, soon will 
become the master-planned 
downtown of the fastest growing city 
in San Bernardino County. 

It cuts through the fringes of an old 
and new order in Rancho Cucamonga, 
where rusting wharehouses in weedy 
lots meet streamlined offices 
anchored in waves of green knolls. 

Snug within the fork of two major 
freeways and near Ontario 
International Airport, Haven Avenue’s 
accessible yet largely barren expanse 
has lured developers to Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

This is acity without a downtown. 
There is no focal point, no city hall. 
City departments are scattered 
throughout office buildings on Base 
Line Avenue. 

The Haven Corridor, located near 
the center of the city and the meeting 
point of major transportation arteries, 
seemed to city fathers an ideal locale 
to “showcase” their community. 

In 1981 the city’s Industrial Specific 
Pian supplied developers the 
direction needed to make Haven 
Avenue the center of the city of 
Rancho Cucamonga — aconcept 
community leaders had been chewing 
on for years. 

Builders were intrigued. 

“What is so unique here is that 
there has not been a new city 
(downtown) built in Southern 
California in many years,” says local 
developer Jim Barton. 

In an office resembling a pentagon 
war room, Barton often scans a small- 
scale model of what will become the 
hub of the Haven corridor: the Rancho 
Cucamonga Business Park. 

The 300-acre development on the

southeast corner of Foothill and 
Haven avenues will become home to 
the new Foothill Communities Law 
and Justice Center (where county 
courts will be relocated) and Barton 
Plaza, a $60 million office complex. 

Also proposed for the site are an 
80-bed full service hospital, a 
community theater and the Rancho 
Cucamonga Civic Center. 

Barton, who has earned the respect 
of many city officials for his attention 
to quality building, conceived the park 


ga’s 





with fellow developer Jack Corrigan, 
vice president of Deon Corporation. 

Together they planned the business 
park to incorporate ‘‘state-of-the-art” 
technology. 

Barton’s eyes and smile luminate 
as he speaks of infra-red detectors, in 
place of switches, turning lights on 
and off in park offices. He describes 
fiber optics that will enable Barton 
Plaza tenants to send pictures, 
reports and graphs from office to 
office on video display terminals. 











Barton says Haven Avenue will take 
shape as downtown Rancho 
Cucamonga by the beginning of the 
1990s. ‘“‘Within five years everyone’s 
dream will become a reality.” 

Recently the city council and 
planning commission enhanced the 
Industrial Specific Plan, by providing 
more detailed direction to developers 
on the area’s building standards. 

This additional plan, called the 
Haven Avenue Overlay District, 
recently gained city. council approval 
to impose high design standards on 
incoming developments. 

“What we are trying to Say is that 
we Care very much about the level and 
quality of development that does 
occur in Rancho Cucamonga,” said 
Councilman Charlies Buquet. 

“This will be the location where 
visitors will first enter the city,” said 
Planning Commissioner Dennis Stout. 
“We want their first impression to be 
that we are a progressive, well- 
planned community.” 

Stout said that when the corridor 
begins to develop, owners of the old 
factories and warehouses on the 
street will “realize the great value of 
the land they have and move their 
factories to another area.”’ 

Buquet said, ‘‘Developers may 
Squawk about the (overlay district) but 
in the end they will probably be very 
proud of the results.” 

The Haven Overlay District calls for 
architecture that projects a “high 
quality progressive, sophisticated 
and urban style of development,”’ 
while specifying landscaping 
materials that provide a historic link 
to the city’s past. 

Rancho Cucamonga has been 
called by one interested developer 
“Irvine 20 years ago.”’ Master-planned 
Irvine has become a model for city 
planners through out California and 
the United States. 

But Rancho Cucamonga 
Councilman Jeffrey King said he 
hopes his city will achieve Irvine's 
quality of planning while perserving 
“Rancho Cucamonga’s history and 
heritage.” 
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The arching framework of the Foothill Communities Law and 
Justice Center (left) will become the offices and court rooms of 
the San Bernardino Superior Court when completed. Construction 
workers erect Barton Plaza (center), a 13.2 acre office complex, 
that will provide support offices for the proposed law and civic 
centers at the Rancho Cucamonga Business Park. The Haven

A little over a year ago, a book 
came across my desk. Written by 
photographer Bob McQuilkin, 
the book was called ‘‘How To 
Cut Photo Costs.” 

At the time, | quoted various 
cost-saving ideas the author had 
explained and commented that 
the idea of collecting these 
pocket-lining gems seemed like 
a nifty idea. 

For achange, | wasn’t out ona 
precarious perch by myself. It 
seems lots of other reviewers 
and readers alike thought the 
idea not only was good, but 
worthy of expansion. Potential 
contributions came out of the 
woodwork and now, months 
later, arevised and expanded 
book is on the market. 

Featuring 218 ways to spend 
less and get more camera 
equipment, supplies and 
services, ‘‘How To Cut Photo 
Costs” is available from MCI 
Publishing, P.O. Box 162, 
Winfield, IL 60190 ($8.95 
paperback; $12.95 clothbound). 

Let’s begin browsing through 
McQuilkin’s book and see how 
often we can make the cash 
register ring. Since the author 
was thoughtful enough to put 
the best deals in the front of the 
book, we’ll start there. 

For example, ever pay $85 for 
a Reflectosol umbrella? (I paid 
close to $40 for a similar unit.) 
Well, by reading this book, | 
learned the same thing is 
available in the rainy day 
department at Kmart for $5. The 
only modification you'll have to 
make is hacksawing off the 
handle so it fits in your holding 
clamps. 

Then there’s the problem of 
finding fresh batteries. Batteries 
deteriorate with age, even in the 
package. Trouble is, no one but 
Duracell puts manufacturing 
dates on their batteries. And, 
according to McQuilkin, even the 
Duracell people do their best to 
keep the the date a secret by 
using a date coding system. 

Without giving a course in 
cryptography, Bob tells how to 
crack the elusive code. The first 
digit stands for the last number 
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SHOE STORE 


in the year of its manufacture. 
The next character is a letter 
signifying the month in which it 
was produced, and coincides 
chronologically A to L. The 
following two numbers specify 
the day and the last figure is the 
plant indicator. A package 
marked 1-B-22-C came off the 
assembly line at Plant C on Feb. 
22, 1981. And as Bob points out 
— better leave that package for 
someone else. 

Here’s an idea I’d have never 
thought of — a 2-cent incident 
light meter. You’ve read in the 
past about the advantages of 
using incident light readings 
rather than reflective light 
readings. However, Suppose you 
don’t have an incident light 
meter. Suppose all you have is a 
foam container of coffee and 
your reflective light reading 
camera? After you’ve had the 
coffee, rinse out the cup to make 
certain it’s clean and preferably 
dry, then put that white foam 
cup over the lens (or meter cell 
— depending on where your 
camera gets its information). 
Meter readings taken through 
that white foam cup will 
approximate gray card reflection. 

Take time to read through the 
chapter on film costs. | know 
your eyes will open wider and 
wider as the author tells you just 
how to save a real bundle on 
film. Personally, I’ve found that if 
you’re set on buying film at the 
store (a practice McQuilkin says 
isn’t at all cost-effective), then 
take time to shop around. Prices 
vary by as much as $1.50 per roll 
— and that’s a bunch when you 
consider the total price. 

Processing is another area 
where money flows about as 
rapidly as the water going over 
Niagara Falls. McQuilkin says 
last year photo people spent $2.5 
billion on processing. That, 
according to the author, is the 
same as buying a complete 
Leica system with five lenses 
and all the necessary 
accessories every day for the 
next 124 years. 

No, | didn’t take time to prove 
that statement — | thought the 
comparison was clever, so I’m 
passing it on to you. 

Anyway, the book provides

New issues, prompted by the 
recent U.S. postal rate changes, 
continue to snow us under. It 
may be several more weeks 
before we can report on stamps 
from any other countries. 

A 36-cent aerogramme 
featuring the Landsat satellite 
was issued at the Goddard 
Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt, Md., on Feb. 14. This 
is the 25th anniversary year of 
the first weather satellites. 

The Landsat, however, is more 
modern and is not exclusively a 
weather satellite. “‘Landsat”’ is 
an acronym for “Land Remote 
Sensing Satellite System.” Its 
sensors can transmit data on 
surface features, topical and 
mineral resources, weather and 
other phenomena. 

In the upper right corner of the 
front of the aerogramme is a 
graphic representation of the 
seven bands of data from the 
mapper, plus “USA 36.” In the 
lower left is depicted the 
Landsat tracking the eastern 
United States in anorth to south 
polar orbit, plus the words 
“Aerogramme — Via Airmail — 
Par Avion.” The reverse side 
shows three false-color images 
of San Francisco, New York City 
and Washington, D.C. There are 
folding instructions, plus the 
inscription on the flap, “Landsat 
Views the Earth.’;’ The 
aerogramme was designed by 
Esther Porter. 

A 44-cent Trans-Pacific Airmail 
stamp and 33-cent China Clipper 
postal cards were issued Feb. 15 
in San Francisco to honor that 
historic airplane which captured 
the world’s imagination on its 
first trans-Pacific airmail flight in 
1935. 

Both the stamp and the postal 
card were designed by Chuck 
Hodgson. The stamp shows a 
partial frontal view of the China 
Clipper against a solid blue 
background as sacks of mail are 
loaded into the cargo bay. “USA 
USAirmail 44” appears at the 


bottom of the stamp while 
“Transpacific Airmail 1935” is at 
a midway point under the wing. 

A clipper ship, the Flying 
Cloud, is spotlighted on a 25- 
cent postal card — the new 
international postage rate for 
cards — released, Feb. 27, in 
Salem Mass. More than 500 
clippers sailed from American 
shipyards between 1845 and 
1859 as merchant vessels in a 
rapidly expanding world trade. 

Designed by Richard Schlecht, 
the card’s indicium shows the 
Flying Cloud in full sail with its 
title and ‘1852 USA 25.” 

And, on Feb. 26, a 22-cent 
Penalty Mail (formerly known as 
“Official Mail’) embossed 
envelope and a 14-cent postal 
card were released in 
Washington, D.C., without a first- 
day ceremony. 

Both card and envelope were 
designed by Bradbury 
Thompson. The envelope 
features a stylized eagle in the 
indicium with “Official Mail”’ 
across the top and ‘‘USA 22” to 
the right of the eagle. The card is 
similar, excep} that all of the 
legends appear outside the 
background of the indicium. 

The following instructions 
cover first-day cancellation 
requests. 

Those purchasing stamps, or 
postal stationery items, at local 
post offices should address 
them and send to: Customer- 
Provided Stationery, Postmaster, 
Goddard Flight Center, MD 
20771-9991 for the aerogramme. 
Postmark no later than April 15. 

Customer-Provided Stationery, 
Postmaster, San Francisco, CA 
94188-9991 for the 44-cent Trans- 
Pacific Airmail Stamp and the 33- 
cent China Clipper postal card. 
Postmark no later than April 16. 

Customer-Provided Stationery, 
Postmaster, Salem, MA 01970- 
9991 for the 25-cent Flying Cloud 
postal card. Postmark no later 
than April 28. 

Those asking the USPS to 
provide the stamps or stationery 
should send addressed 
envelopes (for stamps) or 
peelable address labels (for 
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postal stationery) to: the name of 
the stamp, Postmaster, first-day 
city and zip code. Change the 
9991 portion of the letter to 9992. 
Enclose proper remittance (in 
check form only) for each item. 
The Penalty Mail 22-cent 
envelope and 14-cent postal card 
cannot be self-serviced. Instead, 
order first-day cancellations 
from Penalty Mail Envelope and/ 
or Postal Card, Postmaster, 
Washington, DC 20066-9992.

Q. Our 6-yearold Sealyham 
terrier was quite ill recently and 
had to have a hysterectomy. Our 
veterinarian said that she had a 
severe infection in her uterus 
and a hysterectomy was the best 
treatment. 

How!did she get this 
infection? Is surgery the only 
method of treatment? 

We really love our dog and are 
sad that she had to undergo 
major surgery. 

A. From your description, it is 
likely that your dog had 
pyometra, a condition that can 
follow a heat period. 

The cause of pyometra 
generally is thought to be a 
dysfunction of the ovaries. There 
usually is an increased secretion 
of the reproductive hormone, 
progesterone, which causes 
abnormal changes in the inner 
lining of the uterus. 


When dogs have pyametra, the 
uterus is filled with pus. 
Discharges due to pyometra 
have a characteristic sickly 
sweet odor and may be noticed 
on the hair around the vulva or 
on the tail. 


As the condition worsens the 
dog weakens and becomes 
lethargic. The abdomen may be 
enlarged and painful. 


Veterinarians make a. 
definitive diagnosis by 
evaluating the clinical signs of 
the dog, by conducting 
diagnostic blood tests and by 
examining X-rays of the dog’s 
abdomen. If left untreated, dogs 
with pyometra usually die. 

























Once the diagnosis is made, 
most veterinarians recommend 
spaying the dog as soon as 
possible. If the dog is greatly 
depressed or unable to undergo 
surgery immediately, fluids and 
supportive therapy usually are 
administered to strengthen the 
dog. 


If spaying is totally 
unacceptable, medical treatment 
designed to empty the uterus 
may be tried. Newer drugs make 
this alternative more realistic 
than formerly. However, if no 
more puppies are desired from 
the afflicted dog, spaying still is

the best treatment by far. 


first sign of pyometra. Following 
loss of appetite, Omost dogs 
develop depression and 
increased frequency of drinking 
and urination. 


Pyometra is a very serious 
condition in dogs and any dog 
exhibiting signs of the disease 
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should be taken to a veterinarian 
for diagnosis and treatment, as 
soon as possible. 


Q. Is it possible for a female 
dog to be bred and conceive by 
more than one stud during the 


same heat period? 


Our dog recently had puppies. 


Because the puppies are so 
different, it does not seem 
possible that. the same stud

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‘Los Amigos 4th graders 
study California missions

With close attention to detail, fourth graders at Los Amigos 
Elementary School recreated part of California’s history with scaled- 
down models of Spanish missions. 

Missions in all shapes and sizes, made with a variety of 
materials, were just one part of the California history project 
students had to complete. 

“They had to build their mission, write a report about it and give 
an oral presentation,” said Judy Leddy, fourth grade teacher. 

Students selected different kinds of materials for their mission 
building, including sugar cubes, lasagna noodles, macaroni, plastic 
foam, cardboard, plants, plaster, wood and sponges. Some used 
pretzels and real cacti to enhance their projects. 

Students created courtyards for their missions, graveyards, 
animals, mission bells, plants, rocks and Indians to add to the 
projects authenticity. 

“The kids were enthusiastic about the the project,” Leddy said. 

In each student’s report were little known facts about their 
mission. “Some of the students gave an interesting story about their 
mission, like how at one mission no one liked the priest,”’ she said. 

“Two of the students went to visit their missions,” Leddy said. 
The entire fourth grade class will visit the San Gabriel mission in 
June. 

Leddy said that some students get a lot of help from their 
families and some students don’t get any help. ‘“‘That’s why their 
grade is based on their report (as well as the mission), and what they 
have learned.” 

Research, classification, speaking and writing skills were a part 
of the project’s emphasis, along with the creative arts used in 
constructing the mission. 

“Map skills were learned too,” said Margaret Scoonover, 
another fourth grade teacher at Los Amigos. ‘‘Some of the students 
drew maps to locate their mission.” 

The impact of the missions on the state’s history also was 
studied, Leddy said. 

“They (students) were surprised to hear the priests were not 
kind to the Indians at all. That it was like slavery. And many of the 
Indians died because of diseases they (priests and early settlers) 
brought with them,” she said. 

Some of the students focused on the architecture of their 
missions. 

“One of the missions had 22 archways, another with different 
size arches,” Leddy said. 

Many of the missions will be displayed at an open house during 
Public Schools Week, April 15 through 20, at Los Amigos School. 
Other mission projects will be on display at the Rancho Cucamonga 
Library and the Ontario City Library.
